The Boys Madle a Rapiid Run 


from the Engine .House, But 
Encountered More Mud Than 
Water in the Hydrant 


The City Council, Fire Chief Leeper; 


Mr. Chapman and Manager Bechtel 
of the Nevada Power, Light and "Water 
company, gave the fire department a 
.iun yesterday in order to test 
the 


hydrant at the Flanigan. Warehouse. 
.; ,Box 13 was rung in. The boys were 
on the bit and went out of the engine 
house like a cyclone, hitting only the 
high places. The box Is farthest of any 


;dn the 'city from the engine house, be- 
ing nearly three-quarters, of a mile. 


, The hose wagon made the run in 3 
minutes and 30 seconds from the mo- 
ment the box was sprung. The steam- 
er, which weighs 9600 pounds,, attach- 
ed to the hydrant in four minutes and 
four seconds. Five minutes and one 
second later a stream was playing'on 
the street. Tests were made with dif- 
'fereht- lengths of hose and different 
sizes of nozzles. The tests showed 
that the main'was not large enough 
to supply the steamer, which 
with 


ordilhary steam pressure produced a 
/vacuum on the plug indicator. 
•; There .was an, immense' amount of 
mud drawn" into the steamer, evidenc- 
ing that the "dead end" to which the 
hydrant -.is . attached needs 
frequent 


flushing to prevent the accumulation 
of sediment.-.

UNRELIABLE EVIDENCE

HE Psalmist said, "all men are liars," but admitted 


that he said so In haste. Those familiar with the 


•work of courts, often remark on the unreliability of hu- 
man evidence, and a written document usually counts more 
than the oral testimony of a witness It has been said that 
a dozen honest, reliable men, seeing a certain occurence, 
no two would give the same version of the affair a week 
afterwards 
For this reason unanimity of testimony, that 


might appear conclusive, is usually looked on with sus- 
picion as tending1 to show collusion in its preparation. 


Prof Von Liszt, a German Crlmonologlst, recently con- 


ducted an Interesting experiment bearing on this point. 
He got up a quarrel between two of his pupils Only the 
professor and the two pupils knew that a quarrel was to 
take place 
The quarrel was to consist of two parts, the 


Interchange of -words and expletives, and the use of a pis- 
tol and a walking stick with which to enact deeds of vio- 
lence. The pistol was only loaded with blank cartridges 


At the appointed time the quarrel took place amiid much 


excitement and uproar In the1 classroom 
Prof. Von Listz 


succeeded in allaying the quarrel and In getting the-smok- 
ing pistol out of the hands of those who fired it. 


At the close of the lesson he told his hearers that the 


quart el was a sham one but for scientific reaons he would 
aak them to consider it real, and that he would revert to 
the subject in a week's time 
At the close of the week he 


told his class that he would lecture next day on "Difficul- 
ties in Evidence," and that he could now take in private 
the testimony of those who saw the quarrel of a week ago 
This he did in his private room and with the most singular 
results. 


Of the tmenty young men of high education -who gave 


evidence no two were exactly agreed as to the immediate 
cause of the quarrel, and eight different names were given 
as the originator of the fight 


The event of the quairel, th& firing of the piatol, was

SENATOR FROM MARYLAND

NE Qf thetiiesults of the great Democratic victory In 


Maryland is that there Is going to be a lively scrap 


for the United States senatorship now held by Senator 
McComas. For some time Hon Isidor Eayner, ex-attorney 
general, the man who defended Schley, has been an avow- 
ed candiidate. Now Governor Smith has entered the lists, 
and the fur is quite likely to fly in large quantities There 
will perhaps be other entries. A contest will do the Dem- 
ocrats no harm. If Rayner Is elected, he will be the fifth 
man of Israelltlsh extiaction to sit in the senate. The oth- 
ers were Tulee of Florida, Benjamin and Jonas of Louis- 
iana and Simon of Oregon. Rayner is a man of shining tal- 
ents, an orator of rare power, a lawyer of great eminence. 
Governor Smith is also a man of parts . His triumphant 
election to the governorship and his satisfactory conduct 
of affaiis in the dlifflcult situation mark him as a man of 
unusual force of character. 


Senator McComas, who retires, is personally one of the 


most delightful Republicans in public life. 
He is hand- 


some, amiable, capable gentleman, and the good wishes of 
many Democrats will follow him into private life. He Is 
one of the very few men who ever gav« up a life position 
on the federal bench for a United States senatorship. I 
am not certain, but I believe that David Davis of Illinois 
was the only one besides McComas. Davis was consumed 
with the vain ambition of being president of the United 
States and gave up his position on. the supreme bench 
to enter the senate as successor to General John A. Logan, 
hoping threby to Increase his chances of going to the 
White House, but he never -went. Whether Senator McCo- 
mas regrets h'is swapping of offices I do not know.—Champ 
Clark in New Age.
